Andover . 
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The Pending Primary 


It would be difficult to recall a politi- 
cal situation preliminary to a statewide 
primary similar to that which now 
confronts the Republicans of Massa- 
chusetts, ‘and the chief peculiarity of 
this situation is the unanimity of ex- 
pression in print and by individuals on 
the most disturbing phase of it. 

The chief law officer of the Common- 
wealth, taking advantage of a statute 
passed expressly for the purpose, pro- 
ceeded to do his duty in removing high 
officials from office. In doing it every 
spectacular phas: that could be ex- 
ploited in the press. was effectively 
availed of. The result was a widespread 
recognition of duty well done, of service 
efficiently rendered. It is not necessary 
to discuss the groundwork laid for the 
job by the Bar Association of Boston, 
by some of the greatest attorneys that 
the State has, and by other agents en- 
tirely outside of the Department of the 
Attorney General. Give to him, if 
desired, the entire credit, but when such 
credit is granted in its entirety the final 
result is that a public servant only did 
his duty. In the course of the proceed- 
ings, over and over again, charges were 
made, and indigaantly denied, that 
much of the spectacular work that some 
people insisted was persecution accom- 
panying the prosecution, was inspired by 
personal ambition, love of notoriety, 
and definite desire to he a candidate for 
higher office. The denial was generally 
believed, but was definitely disbelieved 
by quite a number who felt they knew 
the situation from a closer contact with 
it. The judgment of those who were in 
closer contact and who believed that 
there was back of it all an exaggerated 
ego, and an abnormal conceit, has now 
been verified in the announcement of 
J. Weston Allen that he will be a candi- 
date for Governor in the Republican 
primary in September. 

Every newspaper in the State that has 
commented on the situation, every 
public official, and every private citizen 
who has knowledge of the facts, are 
united in an expression of regret that 
one more idol, in this case posing as a 
disinterested, supremely loyal, abnor-’ 
mally, high-minded public official, has 
been badly shattered. 

Mr. Allen is a candidate for Governor 
because he believes that he has built a 
sufficient prestige from doing his duty 
to lead the people to ignore all other 
duty-doing public servants, and elevate 
him to the office, In other words he 
believes that this is the particular mo- 
ment when he may cash in upon his two 
years of successful publicity. 

With almost no publicity, except with 
commendation for every positive act 
performed (and the positive acts make 
a long and honorable list) the present 
Chief Executive, Channing H. Cox, 
places himself in the hands of the voters 
of the State and«submits his record for 
their approval or disapproval. Not a 
flaw has appeared in the entire two 
years of his administration. His accom- 
plishments are measured in a reduction 
of the State tax, with an increase in 
available cash balance, reaching the 
sum of nearly $3,000,000; in a reduction 
in the State debt during his two years’ 
administration of $8,000,000; in quiet 
yet positive, agreeable yet firm, definite 
control of legislation that has made all 
of this possible, plus a program of public 
works paid for out of current revenue, un- 
matched in any two years of the history 
of Massachusetts. 

Those who know Governor Cox are 
not surprised at this record, for he has 
been trained in the public service, as 
one who came naturally by the public 
service instincts that make a man an 
efficient administrator. He is a good 
lawyer and applies the judicial tem- 
perament to the problems that come 
before him. He is a good business man 
with those traits bred into him through 
a long line of New England ancestry. 
He is a good student of human nature 
because of a schooling with his fellow- 
citizens where all kinds of character 
pass in review. He is even-tempered 
and clear-visioned, courageous in doing 


what he believes is best for Massachu- 
setts, and notwithstanding the firm 
belief that some had when he was 
elected to Office, that he would become 
a tool of the political leaders, it is 
doubtful if a man has held the position 
of Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in the last two genera- 
tions who has been more of his own boss 
than has Governor Cox. This does not 
mean that he has not taken advice, but 
here again he knows the good advisers 
and has been ready at all times to listen 
to them; and he knows the bad advisers, 
and while listening, there appear to be 
no cases where he has been a follower of 
that sort. 

It won't be necessary for a discussion 
of any other issue in this campaign, if 
the public can be told clearly of the 
positive value of Governor Cox to the 
Commonwealth, and the right he has to 
seek a ion because of - service 
rendered. There need be no further 
comment made upon his competitor for 
the nomination, and no further reference 
to his real reason for seeking the office. 
The present Attorney-General of Massa- 
chusetts did a job, but he did‘ not 
finish it, Usually the finishing of a job 
has little of the Ge sctabitan about it, no 
matter what its character.’ It is tough 
to believe that the chief thing that 
interests Mr,‘ Allen in his duty-doing 
is the sort of publicity that touches only 
the spectacular, and the reputation that 
only comes with the blare of trumpets.

“Tt is not necessary or wise to discuss 
these happenings at the present time, 
except perhaps the latest one having to 
do with the Fourth of July celebration. 
Here again, it is ‘not worth while to be 
too critical, because such celebrations 
are the result of voluntary work and are 
usually accompanied by more or less 
mismanagement, , e do, however, 
want, to emphasize one or two. features 
that do not, to say the least, place the 
boys .who were running the show in 
Andover for last Tuesday, in a very 
strong light as either progréssive or 
efficient. The time passed a long while 
ago when “horribles’” had much of an 
appeal. They have always been foolish, 
usually expressing. in a vulgar way some 
individual prejudice or attitude that 
contributed nothing to the lasting value 
of either the celebration or the life of 
the community.. Even those who are in 
the habit of participating have had few 
followers, so that the pitiful showing of 
last Tuesday in Andover represented 
but a remnant of the old value, if any 
value there ever was.. How much better 
to have had a procession of trades, or 
for the pleasure of the public, how much 
better to have had fireworks in the 
evening. 

Of course the day was a bad oné, and 
the failure of the management to realize 
even a square-up of their accounts is 
somewhat justified, but the beaten 
path as followed, so long since aban- 
doned in many- communities, should 
make Andover realize that it should not 
get into such a mess again when it 
undertakes: to celebrate the national 
holiday. It might not be unwise for the 
Legion. boys to enlist a broader interest, 
and thus perhaps aid in the management 
of these affairs.

WAS. GIFT OF MAXIMILIAN 


Romantic Story of Carlotta’s Bracelet, 
Now Property of a Popular 
Spanish Dancer. 


One of the most romantic survivals 
of the Mexican revolution is the story 
of the bracelet of’ Carlotta. 

Carlotta, daughter of the king of 
the Belgians, was the devéted wife of 
Maximilian, whom Louis Napoleon 
Placed on the throne of Mexico, and 
who, after establishing himself in im- 
perial grandeur, was defeated by the 
republican troops under Juarez, and 
with two of his generals Miramon and 
Mejla, was executed by a firing squad 
*on the hill of Las Campanas in 1867. 

The bracelet was an exquisite affair 
of gold given by the emperor to Car- 
lotta at the time of their marriage. 
When Carlotta left Mexico the*brace- 
let was given by her to one of her 
ladies-in-waiting. “But in the flight 
from Mexico it was lost. It did not 
appear again, as far as known, until 
1914, when it was seen by an Ameri- 
can adorning the’ wrist of a woman 
companion: of one of Emiliano Zapa- 
ta’s generals. Thies general shortly 
afterward killed the, woman in a fit 
of jealousy and the bracelet was taken 
from him later by the American. The 
bracelet now adorns the wrist of a 
very beautiful Spanish duncer. It is 
said to have been presented to her by 
a diplomat, “in appreciation of her 
art.” 


Gobelin Tapestries. 

The most famous products in the 
history of weaving are the so-called 
Gobelin tapestries, fashioned in the 
factory on the site where many years 
ago Jean and Philibert Gobelin, mer- 
chant dyers of scarlet, had their works, 
The name of Gobelin has always been 
identified with the product of these 
ancient looms, which, for over 250 
years have turned out tapestries solely 
for the state. In times of peace these 
never leave France except as gifts to 
visiting kings anid ¢hief magistrates, 

Formerly 300 artisans and appren- 
tices were employed in the Gobelin 
works, weaving textiles after designs 
by Le Brun, Boucher and many cele- 
brated artists. Today the workmen 
number 60 and, as an expert weaver 
can produce only five square feet a 
year, it is understandable why the 
tapestries bring such exceedingly high 
prices. It is estimated that the 
minimum value of a square foot of 
Gobelin tapestry is $250. 


Grant Was Extremely Sensitive. 

General Grant seems to have been 
extremely sensitive. When he came 
to the end of his second term at West 
Point he was given‘a furlough and 
went home on leave in his gray uni- 
form. The little country town in 
which his parents lived was immense- 
ly amused by the smart uniform, and 
the jeers of the inhabitants were 
never-ending. Grant was so hurt by 
them that he never again willingly 
wore a uniform. Whenever the reg: 
ulations insisted, he mounted it, but 
as soon as permitted, he doffed it 
again. ; 

During the war this was translated 
into a scorn of fine uniforms. General 
Grant was oftener seen in the garb of 
a private soldier—his stars concealed 
by. a coat or cloak—than in the double- 
buttoned blouse of his rank.

PIT OF REMARKABLE ‘DEPTH 


Strong Belief Held in English County 
That “Eldon. Hole” Is Abso- 
lutely Bottomless. . 

Far from habitation, on a hiliside 
in the moors of Derbyshire, England, 
Hes a dreadful chasm in the rock. The 
chasm is of no great width, but has a 
sheer descent to a tremendous depth. 
This is the bottomless pit of “Hidon 
Hole,” regarded for centuries as un- 
fathomable, The gap is surrounded 
by a low stone wall, and a projecting 
ledge at one end enables the adven- 
tyrous investigator to peer down into 
the gloomy depths, For ages the chasm 
was regarded as a terrible place, pop- 
ularly supposed to lead directly to in- 
fernal regions. A gruesome story re- 
lates that.800 years ago a man, was 
lowered into the cleft to a depth of 
800 feet. When the unfortunate fel- 
low was hauled up again he was a rav- 
ing maniac, and died eight days later. 
For centuries the place was regarded 
with superstitious awe and no real at- 
tempt was made to find the bottom 
until about 1700, when one writer 
stated that half a mile of rope had 
failed to reach it.

A drinking cup was recently sold at 
London, belonging to Sir Arthur 
Evans’ collection, which is chiefly in- 
teresting because on it in Greek is an 
inscription claimed to be the first 
known advertisement, It runs rather 
plaintively: ‘Made by Bnnion, let the 
buyer remember.” For the Twentieth 
century buyer, it is not a question of 
remembering, but of endeavoring to 
trace the history. of one whose work 
must be more than 2,000 years old.

Milk Bottle Thermometer, 

A North Woodward housewife, who 
lives in a house boasting a back 
porch, says she can always tell how 
cold it is by the length of the cone 
of frozen milk in the neck of the

a nearby thermometer, she says, she 
finds that at about 20 above the cap 
of the bottle is barely lifted and the 
contents frozen about two inches 
down, At 14 above she found the cap 
shoved up about two inches and the 
milk solid some three inches down. 
Seven above is good for a projection 
of “solid” milk some four or five 
inches above the bottle neck and the 
contents semi-solid throughout. The 
bottle of milk thermometer is reliable 
only for above-sero temperature, as 
lower temperatures must be judged by 
the curvature of the frozen neck of 
cream.—Detroit News.
